American mayors attending the French 
exhibit of its colonial possessions. 

Just what action will be taken by 
council on the resolution could not 
be learned. It was revealed that 
though Mr. White has obtained a 
number of supporters for his censure 
move, a majority are not in favor of 
taking any action until Mayor Key re- 
turns to Atlanta. 

Demand for Dobbs’ resignation will 
be made at the session. Provisional 
Mayor Pro Tem. J. Charlie Murphy, 
who wrote the letter requesting Dobbs 
to quit, stated Sunday, and Murphy 
will support it. Author of the paper 
was not announced. 

A battle is anticipated on the Dobbs 
ouster, however, as Millican and oth- 
ers- will champion the hospital head, 
with Murphy, Councilman George 
Lyle and others leading the attack. 

Although C. E. Kauffman, borough 
bridge engineer, worked hard last 
week in an effort to complete plans 
for reconstruction of the Broad street 
viaduct, there are several other de- 
tails which can not be finished by the 
council session this afternoon. 

Clarke Donaldson, chief of con- 
struction, predicted Sunday that the 
work will proceed without a hitch as 
soon as they are ready.

Steve Johnston, retiring superintend- 
ent, whose resignation becomes effec- 
tive July 1, will take a month's vaca- 
tion which has been due him for some 
time, it was said Sunday. However, 
according to Mr. Franklin, Mr. John- 
ston will be-in the city and “subject 
to call” at all times if his services are 
needed in helping the new superin- 
tendent in taking over control. 

Mr. Franklin moved into his new 
residence, atop the nurses’ home of 
Gradyhospital, Saturday. Sunday_he 
stated that he will begin his duties-as 
superintendent at 8:30 o'clock this 
morning. He added that he would not 
divulge at present all of the aims and 
policies he intends to pursue, but that 
these will be announced in full at a 
meeting of all employes of the hospital 
to be held in the assembly room of 
the institution at 7:30 o'clock to- 
night.

April,

was shown by manufacturers of food 


products, automobiles, leather and shoe 
products, cement and tobacco, but iron

ucts manufactures were smaller than 
in March, 

“April was the third consecutive 
month,” the department said, “in 
which the volume of business im the 
United States, after allowing for nor- 
mal seasonal trends, showed further 
slight expansion from the low levels 
established in January, while the sea- 
sonal decline occurring in early May 
has been slightly larger than usual. 

“Industrial production as measured 
by the federal reserve board’s season- 
ally adjusted index, registered another 
Increase in April, and in that month 
was 9 per cent above the December 
level. Output of manufacturers was 
larger than in March, owing chiefly 
to greater than seasonal improvement 
in the food products, automobile, 
leather, shoe, cement and tobacco in- 
dustries, while iron and steel and non- 
ferrous metal production was smaller 
thar in the preceding month. The 
textile“industries maintained recent 
gains at March levels with the cotton 
ind&try especially active.

ernment, Pope Pius XI today describ- 
ed the events of the last two or three 
days: as “the first manifestation of 
proof of an education that is the 
antithesis of Christian and civil edu- 
cation and entirely given to hate and 
irreverance.”

THE ONE CERTAIN CURE. 

Secretary of Gontmerce Robert P. 
Lamont in his address before the 
19th annual meeting of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States stressed the necessity of put- 
ting every possible man to work 
in order to hasten the return of 
prosperous times. 


_No other problem of the depres- 
sion, he declared, so peculiarly de- 
mands co-operative handling as that 
of unemployment. Not only must 
the big industries which work hun- 
dreds of thousands of men, keep 
every man possible on the job, but 
the commercial concerns, large and 
small, must go the limit in provid- 
ing a living wage for as many men 
and women as they possibly, can. 

In picturing the effect of unem- 
ployment on industry and commerce 
in every community of the coun- 
try, Secretary Lamont said: 


Enforced idleness and loss of in- 
come endanger the security and wel- 
fare of the individual and his family. 
They also mean curtailed operations 
and shrinking profits to business en- 
terprise, for unemployed labor implies 
also unemployed capital. The worker 
is both producer and consumer, and 
when he finds himself without a job 
and without income, business has lost 
a buyer. Hence, the employer who 
finds it necessary to contract his own 
operations and discharge his workers 
is helping to curtail the market for 
his own goods and those of other pro- 
ducers, and is thereby further aggra- 
vating a situation of which he himself 
is a victim.

The indisputable fact that the 
United States has progressed far 
from the comparatively crude eco- 
nomic conditions of the seventies, 
eighties and nineties makes the 
clearing up of the unemployment 
situation incident to the present 
depression much easier to solve. 

Especially is this true with re- 
gard to the money and credit sys- 
tem. As a result of the steadying 
influence of the federal reserve bank 
System, manufacturers and mer- 
chants can now secure funds to help 
bring back prosperity which were 
utterly unobtainable in previous de- 
pressions. 

The quick and certain way to 
hasten the return of good times is 
for every employer of labor, of 
whatever nature it may be, to not 
only keep the wheels of commerce 
moving by retaining every employe, 
but to accelerate their speed by 
giving jobs to some of those who, 
because of unemployment, aré re- 
tarding the return of prosperity.

Her birth certificate, which I saw 
in the bureau of communal statisties 
at Leeuwarden, in Holland, shows 
that she was born in that city in Au- 


gust, 1876. Her name was Margereta | 


Gertruda Zelle. 

Her father was for some time bur- 
gomaster of the near-by little city of 
Franeker, a typical Dutch town, eriss- 


crossed by canals along which barges | 


drift lazily out to. the North Sea. 

The name Mata Hari (“Ray of Sun- 
light’) she adopted much later after 
a visit to the Dutch East Indies, 

The young Dutch girl made her 
debut in Paris in 1903 at a fashion- 
able soiree. 
that she appeared in public and scored 
a triumph comparable only to the 
phenomenal successes of a Sarah 
Bernhardt, another Dutch woman by 
descent. 

Mata Hari danced nude. Over her 
shoulders hung thin straps of chiseled 
silver. Her long arms were covered 


| with scintillating bracelets. 


Her body seemed more supple than 
that of a serpent. She whirled till 
the eye could no longer follow her 
undulations. Then suddenly 
would straighten out and reveal her- 
self the beautiful woman, the digni- 
fied danseuse whom we had seen be- 
fore she threw the whole audience 
into an ecstasy of delight. 

It was more than anything else the 
sensational, we might almost say the 
delirious, character of her mystic Ori- 
ental dances that made Mata Hari a 
favorite at the courts of Europe. 

Though for many years Mata Hari 
was the milieu of Europe's most bril- 
liant circles, adored and loved by 
princes and statesmen, none of these 
men, who at one time would have 
stooped in the dust for one of her 
magic siniles, came to her defense 
during the long months that she was 


incarcerated in the damp and miser- | 


able cell of St. Lazare prison, 
Stories circulating to the effect that 
Mata Hari was kept in a cell that 
had been transformed into a sort of 
luxurious boudoir, where she received 
many of her former admirers and 


even had her couch heaped each night | 


with piles of flowers, are nothing but 
a myth. 

Mata Hari believed till the last that 
she would be released. One of her 
lawyers comforted her with the story 
that the whole plan of her execution 
was but a sham to deceive the Ger- 
mans. She remembered this story 
well and on the way to Vincennes 
her glances sought the lawyer among 
the group of “invited guests” who 
were to witness her execution. When 
she did not see him she declared: 
“He is afraid: he has not enough 
courage to tell me now that his whole 
story was pure invention. I am going 
to die and J am not afraid.”

Was the Conflict Irrepressible? 

It was William H. Seward. sena- 
tor from New York, who, in a speech 
at Rochester in 1858, said the contest 
between freedom and slavery was “an 
irrepressible conflict,” and that epi- 
thet immediately became the battle 
slogan of the northern abolitionists— 
the cry they carried through the Lin- 
coln campaign of 1860. 

He had said in the senate when ar- 
guing against the admission of Texas 
that “to maintain the slave-holding 
power is to subvert the constitution.” 
In the campaign of 1848 he said at 
Cleveland, “Slavery must be abolished, 
and you and I must do it!” He was 
the author of the doctrine of “a higher 
law than the constitution.” 

Yet Professor Phillips says that 
“with every passing year of thoughtful 
research a belief grows wider and 
stronger that the War of the Sixties 
was not an irrepressible conflict.” 

That may be a cloister conclusion 
with academicians and doctrinaires, 
but it will find slight acceptance with 
those who know the history of those 
times as it is embalmed.

four hours of each day. Thirty 
years ago Edison did assert in an in- 
verview that four.or five hours sleep 
is enough for any one in good health. 
He believed that more sleep than that 
was unnecessary and positively inju- 
rious. He had tried this idea out 
among his employes and he had found 
ccessful. Discount this 
about 85 per cent for- natural desire 
of employes to please the boss. 

New Jersey correspondent asks 
me why I insist that most persons 
require not less than eight hours sleep. 
He and his wife were so much im- 
pressed by: Edison’s argument that 
they both tried it out some 25 years 
ago. At first they didn’t like it so 
well, but after a month or so they got 
used to it, as Edison had told them, 
and ever since they have averaged 
only four or five hours’ sleep daily. 
Roth are well and feel rather better 
than they did when they wasted eight 
or 10 hours in bed. Now at the age of 
67 my New Jersey friend likes to lie 
in bed as long as he can sleep, but 
he still regards the eight-hour rule as 
a superstition to which we doctors 
cling for no particular reason.

In an age when newspapers are 
covering more diverse fields of activ- 
ity than ever before, the primary need 
of the profession is trained men, ac-

(UP)—The Duke University library 
announces the acquisition of one of 
the rarest of all literary treasures, 
a magnificent manuscript of the en- 
tire Greek New Tes‘ament in a 
state of almost perfect pre erva- 
tion, dating from the 12th century.

‘AT'BONDS STEADY: 


IN WEAK MARKE! 


BY ALEXANDER HENDERSON, 
Associated Press Financial Writer. 

NEW YORK, May 31.—(4)—The 
bond market went through a series 
gyrations last week which reached 
their conclusion in a number of new 
low prices in various groups in the 
last two days of that period. 

The preference of investors for high 
grade issues continued and some “of 
this group even gained moderately. 
The late losses in the more specula- 
tive bonds no doubt were caused to 
some extent by the weakness in stocks 
on Friday and possibly the week-end 
holiday induced some selling by timid 
holders. 

A pungent comment on _ present 
bond market conditions is printed in 
the current review of business of the 
Nationa?’ City bank. 

It says: 

“Unquestionably there has been a 
good deal of hysteria in connection 
with the bond market and there is 
evidence that a good many investors 
are sacrificing their securities need- 
lessly, with results which are unfor- 
tunate not only to bondholders them- 
selves but to business which is de- 
pendent upon the bond market as an 
aid. to recovery.” 

The effect of the holiday was ap- 
parent also in the new securities of- 
fered. The bulk of the issues public- 
ly offered were floated on the first 
four days of the week. 

The aggregate of such _ flotations 
was $108,279,000 compared with $93,- 
235,000 for the previous week, The 
former is the largest weekly total 
since the week of April 10, when 
$296,275,000 in securities were offer- 
ed, including a $100,000,000 issue for 
the Pennsylvania Power & Light Co., 
$30,000,000 debentures for the Hox 
Film Corporation and $30,000,000' in 
bonds of New York state. 

Since the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York reduced its rediscount 
rate on May 8 to the lowest level on 
record at 11-2 per cent, which was 
followed by reductions in other fed- 
eral reserve banks, the bond market 
has experienced further selective buy- 
ing, concentrated in the high-grade 
issues, 

One of the principal purposes of 
the lower rediscount rates in New 
| York was to stimulate the bond mar- 
ket by making interest rates so low 
as to discourage people from keeping 
idle funds on ‘deposit in banks and to 
divert them to the bond market. Such 
an effect has not been accomplished 
yet at least so far as the great bulk 
of good, but not high grade, bonds are 
concerned. 

However, economic eycles often 
take time to get started and it may 
well be that the present condition is 
no exception to that rule. 


BRADSTREET’S WEEKLY

Bank clearings last week at leading 
cities in the United States, as report- 
ed to Bradstreet’s, dropped sharply 
from the previous week, and also from 
the like week of last year.

With many of the junior market’s 
stocks already quoted at deflated lev- 
els, attention was directed toward 
higher priced issues. Prominent in 
this group was Aluminum of America 
which dropped to well under $100 a 
share. At the height of the late win- 
ter recovery this issue reached $224, 
but its descent from this peak has 
proceeded without important inter- 
ruption. Not since 1927 have the 
shares sold below 100. The com- 
pany’s gross income in 1930 was 45 
per cent lower than in 1929. During 
the depression the properties have 
been extended and improved 

Utilities reacted slowly. Electric 
power production is running consid- 
erably under a year ago andi this 
group has met increasing selling for 
both accounts, while the technical 
rallies have mosthy served to bring 
out additional offerings. Many hold- 
ing company shares are quoted § at 
not much more than half of their 
1931 highs. 

Oils were still heavy. Cities Serv- 
ice common went through the week 
with only minor declinee, but the pre- 
ferred was soft. Mining stocks re- 
flected tbe depressed metal prices. 
Amusements were dull. Inactive spe- 
cialties traded at substantial conces- 
sions for the most part, in indication 
of the market’s thinness. 

Investment trusts dragged down- 
ward. The. decline was particularly 
sharp in United Founders, which lost 
a point. This holding company’s 
semi-annual report covering the half- 
year ended May 31 will probably not 
be available for at least a month, but 
it is believed that its shares, as well 
as those of other corporations of 
similar type, are selling a¥ a discount | 
from current break-up value. Such, 
at least, has been the experience of 
trust issues during the bear market. 
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COTTON GOODS SALES, 
PRICES SHOW DECLINE 


NEW YORK, May 31.—The mar- 
ket has not been able to resist a con- 
tinued weak stock movement and low- 
er ptices for cotton. Print cloth 
prices have been lowered and sheeting 
prices have become unsettled. The 
volume of business has shown some 
falling off on account of this unset- 
tlement, but would improve again at 
once if prices began to show some 
resistance. Goods are wanted, but 
buyers are satisfied in having relayed 
purchases to the last minute and will 
probably continue this policy until 
they see signs of change ahead. 

Irrespective of the nearby situation, 
we are confident that we have now 
reached a point in this long decline 
at which we are bound to have a very 
large distribution of cotton goods dur- 
ing the next year or so, a larger and 
wider distribution than we have seen 
for some time, even in spite of world- 
wide confusion, for there is a price 
at which necessities will sell in spite 
of everything. When such a demand 
is likely to make itself felt, we do 
not pretend to know, but we do feel 
certain that it is on the cards. 

It looks as if our sales for oo 
month ef May would show about 2% 
per cent better than for April and 
about 19 per cent better than for May 
1930. For the first five months of 
this year our = sales are 12 per 
cent in excess of production.

BUSINESS FACES. 
SUMMER QUIET 


BY CLAUDE A. JAGGER, 
Associated Press Financial Editor. 
NEW YORK, May 31.—()—Busi- 

ness now faces the summer recession 
of activity. 

If it faces June and July with 
scant courage, it is because the spring 
season has failed to bring as vigorous 
a revival as the more hopeful had ex- 
pected. 

None the less, several of the more 
commonly accepted statistical indices 


of general business activity show that 
in view of the low level of trade at 
the beginning of the year, the expan- 
sion experienced has been larger than 
can be attributed wholly to the stim- 
ulus of changing seasons. 

Recession of basic activity has been 
notable during May, particularly in 
the steel industry, but from as much 
of the record as is now available for 
the month, it is doubtful if May has 
shown as much ‘slackening as _ it 
normally does. Automobile manufac- 
turing is believed to have approximat- 
ed April’s output, and textile and 
shoe manufacturing have been well 
maintained. 

Slump Checked. 

Encouraging is the partial checking 
of the slump in building activity, so 
apparent in April. Figures on build- 
ing contracts let show that the third 
week of May experienced some ex- 
pansion over the first two weeks. The 
total for the first three weeks indi- 
cates a decline from April of 67-10 
per cent, only moderately larger that 
the usual decline from April to May. 

Retail trade during the past week 
was stimulated by preparations for 
the Memorial Day week-end, and 
weather conducive to the movement of 
seasonal merchandise. Most reports 
on the movement of goods at retail 
indicate a recession in the dollar vol- 
ume substantially less than the shrink- 
age in prices during the past 12 
months, so that a larger actual vol- 
ume of goods appears to be moving in 
many lines. Profit margins, how- 
ever, remain distressingly narrow. 

Steel mill activity has continued its 
almost steady shrinkage from the 
spring peak reached in late March. 
The weekly estimates show consider- 
able disagreement as the extent of 
the shrinkage during the past week, 
but Iron Age reckons output at 44 
per cent of capacity, off only” one 
point from the previous week. 

Freight ear loadings, as reported 
for the week ended May 16, showed a 
negligible increase, although a fair 
gain in normal for that period. The 
latest report on electric power pro- 
duction made a less favorable com- 
parison with a year ago than the pre- 
vious week. 

- Opti Restrained. 

Some of the business prophets who 
a year ago depicted the antumn pros- 
pects in glowing colors now speak 
with restrained and qualified opti- 
mism of the outlook for the coming 
fall. If they hit wide of the mark 
a year ago, the natural processes of 
economic history favor them this 
time. A year of severe depression has 
passed, weak spots have been eliminat- 
ed, and in many places, economic 
foundations have been strengthened. 
Prices of many commodities have 
fallen to levele where excessive pro- 
duction is being automatically halted. 
What voluntary co-operation has fail- 
ed to accomplish, the laws of eco- 
nomics appear to be forcing. 

Although it is now apparent the de- 
pression had by no means run its 
course by last autumn, and that a 
year ago’s predictions of pronounced 
autumn improvement in trade were 
premature, it is also apparent that 
fortuitous developments intervened to 
rob the autumn seasonal impulse of 
its full strength. The devastating 
drouth over much of the country a 
year ago was a paralyzing influence. 

Current crop prospects are gener- 
ally favorable, and many observers 
feel that a season of reasonably and 
uniformly good crops will do consid- 
erable toward restoring normal condi- 
tions, The fact that acreage hag not 
been restricted as much as had 
hoped, may prevent any marked im- 
provement in _rices. but a crop that 
must be marketed cheaply is presum- 
ably better than bearing the expense 
of planting, then having the crop te- 
tally destroyed by extremes of weath- 
er, so far as the individual farmer 
is concerned.
